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Beef-plant inspection 


Very temporary 
layoffs: XL Foods 
wants some 
workers back 
on thejob 

The meat processing com¬ 
pany at the centre of an 
E. coli outbreak is 
recalling 800 workers it 
laid off only a day earlier, 
breaking an impasse that 
kept federal inspectors 
from completing their 
review of the operation. 

The Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency’s 
(CFIA) evaluation of XL 
Foods ground to a halt 
this weekend when the 
firm announced it was 
temporarily laying off 
2,000 workers. Federal 
inspectors said they had 
nothing to inspect with¬ 
out the workers handling 
the beef. 

The Brooks, Alta.- 
based company blamed 
the layoff decision on the 
fact the federal govern¬ 
ment hadn’t given it a 
firm date for when it 
would get its licence back 
in order to fully resume 
operations. 

But late Sunday after¬ 
noon, XL Foods put out 
a news release saying it 
was recalling 800 workers 
to help the CFIA finish 
its job. 

The inspectors are cur¬ 
rently halfway through a 
review of how XL employ¬ 
ees process 5,100 beef 
carcasses. 

“We look forward to 
actively working with 
CFIA to bring this to a 
viable and timely resolu¬ 
tion to allow the plant to 
recommence operations,” 
Brian Nilsson, co-CEO 
of XL Foods, said in a 
release. 

That was a different 
tone than one the com¬ 
pany struck just a day 
earlier, when they urged 
the CFIA to come to a 
“swift and viable resolu¬ 
tion,” apparently without 
the help of the workers.

Young mom killed 
in hit-and-run 


Search. Police looking 
for driver after car 
found abandoned

A mother is grieving her 
daughter and preparing to 
raise her grandson after a hit- 
and-run took the life of an 
18-year-old pedestrian. 

Rebecca Benjamin identi¬ 
fied her daughter, Faith Alex¬ 
andra Jackson, as the victim. 
Jackson was struck on 82 
Street near 141 Avenue around 
3 a.m. Sunday, according 


to police. 

“She just turned 18 in May. 
She has a baby. He is only one 
and now he is left with no 
mom,” said Benjamin, choking 
back tears at a makeshift road¬ 
side memorial to her daughter. 

Police found the vehicle, a 
2012 dark Grey Dodge Char¬ 
ger, abandoned north of the 
Alberta Hospital grounds on 
Sunday afternoon. They are 
still looking for anyone who 
may have information about 
who was driving the vehicle. 

Benjamin said she received 
the dreadful visit from police 
early Sunday. 

“The cops came at about 
4:30 a.m. I was getting ready 
for work and they told me I 


had to go down to the hospi¬ 
tal, and that she had been hit,” 
said Benjamin, who said she 
only learned her daughter was 
dead when she arrived at the 
hospital. 

According to Acting Ed¬ 
monton Police Service Insp. 
Sid Kingma, a member of the 
public spotted the vehicle Sun¬ 
day morning. 

“The focus is going to be on 
who was operating the vehicle 
at the time of the collision,” he 
said. 

Benjamin said she last saw 
her daughter on Saturday 
night around dinner time. She 
said she was looking after her 
grandson while her daughter 
went out with a girlfriend.

Dog rescued with 
rope embedded 
in his neck 

Animal rescuers have saved 
a border-collie-cross whose 
life was endangered by a 
rope tied around his neck 
that wouldn’t give. 


Bond, James Bond, as the 
staff at the Alberta Animal 
Rescue Crew Society have 
come to know him, likely 
had the rope put around his 
neck by his owners when he 
was very little, according to 
group president Clarissa Von 
Stetten. 

At some point, the one- 
year-old dog then managed 
to snap the rope and ran off 


into the wild. As he grew, 
the rope refused to break, 
creating a noose around his 
neck that was deeply em¬ 
bedded by the time AARCS 
saved him in a community 
north of Red Deer last week. 

“Our veterinarian — 
she handles a lot of our 
emergency cases — said this 
is the worst case she has 
ever seen,” Von Stetten said. 


“It was so terrible and so 
infected that they have rec¬ 
ommended doing a second 
surgery to help close off the 
wound.” 

AARCS is reporting 
a rise in the number of 
cases like Bond’s, and are 
recommending owners to 
ensure any chain or rope put 
around a dog’s neck is not 
tight enough that it cuts off 


the animal’s airway.

Local vigil planned to 
honour B.C. bullying victim

Edmontonians are being asked 
to join citizens in cities across 
the country on Friday, by talcing 
part in a candlelight anti-bully- 
ing vigil in memory of Amanda 
Todd. 

The 15-year-old Port Coquit¬ 
lam teen apparently committed 
suicide last week due to both in- 
person and online bullying. 

At the beginning of Sep¬ 
tember, Todd posted a nine- 
minute video on YouTube, and 
through hand-written notes, 
she explained what happened 
after she exposed her breasts 
on a webcam to an unidentified 
man. 

The images ended up being 
sent to family and friends, and 
she described how she suffered 
anxiety, major depression, 
turned to drugs and alcohol, 
and even tried to kill herself 
twice. 

Kaitlind Credgeur started a 
Facebook event for Edmonton 
on the weekend. 

“It was veiy touching to see 
her tell her stoiy,” she said. “I

can only imaging how hard 
that must have been for her. 
It blows my mind that she 
was bullied like this. I don’t 
want anyone to ever have to go 
through that.” 

Credgeur said she has been 
the victim of some mild cyber- 
bullying in the past, but that 
she was “lucky enough” to be 
able to “just click the exit but¬ 
ton.” 

“I want this vigil to be a step 
by Edmonton towards a safer 
community for youth,” said 
Credgeur. “I want bullies to 
know that we will not tolerate 
their behaviour, that we will 
not be bystanders.”

IndyCar ‘would be great’ in Calgary, CEO says 


IndyCar’s chief executive once 
got a taste of Calgaiy’s hospi¬ 
tality and he would love some 
more. 

But Randy Bernard told 
Metro in an exclusive inter¬ 
view that while a promoter 
did approach the circuit about 
sponsoring a local open-wheel 
racing event last year, the pitch 
“never went anywhere.” 

“I think it needs to make 
financial sense for our partner 
in any city we go to,” he said. 
“There’s other cities in Canada 
that are veiy interested in a 
race.” 


With the main sponsor of 
the Edmonton Indy, Octane 
Motorsports, pulling out of 
hosting the annual race, only 
Indy Toronto remains as far as 
the circuit’s activities north of 
the border are concerned. 

Bernard has said he was 
hopeful that Indy would return 
to two Canadian cities as early 
as 2014, but said Calgaiy was 
not likely to host an event so 
soon — if ever. 

Nevertheless, the reminis¬ 
cing CEO does have a personal 
connection to the local events 
scene, serving as an intern with

the Calgaiy Stampede in 1988. 

“Being there for a summer 
— five months — and seeing 
how much the city gets involved 
in its events, I think it would be 


a great market for us in Can¬ 
ada,” Bernard said. “I just love 
the city and the people, it would 
be great to have a race there.” 

Local Aid. Shane Keating 
has mused about drawing an 
international racing circuit to 
a new track being pitched near 
Airdrie, known formally as the 
Rockyview Motorsports Park. 

“If we can make something 
like that work, it’s something 
we should definitely look into,” 
he said last month, just days 
after Edmonton Indy was can¬ 
celled.

Austrian becomes 
the first skydiver 
to fall faster than 
the speed of sound 


Austrian extreme athlete 
Felix Baumgartner landed 
gracefully on Earth Sunday 
after a 24-mile (38.6-lcilo- 
metre) jump from the 
stratosphere in a dramatic, 
record-breaking feat that 
officials said made him the 
first skydiver to fall faster 
than the speed of sound. 

Baumgartner came down 
in the eastern New Mexico 
desert about nine minutes 
after jumping from his cap¬ 
sule 39,045 metres above 
Earth. He lifted his arms in 
victory shortly after land¬ 
ing, setting off loud cheers 
from jubilant onlookers and 
friends inside the mission’s 
control centre in Roswell, 
N.M. 

“When I was standing 
there on top of the world, 
you become so humble; you 
do not think about break¬ 
ing records anymore, you 
do not think about gaining 
scientific data. The only 
thing you want is to come 
back alive,” he said after the 
jump. 

Brian Utley, a jump ob¬ 
server from the Internation¬ 
al Federation of Sports 
Aviation, said preliminary 
figures show Baumgartner 
reached a maximum speed 
of 1,342 km/h. That amounts 
to Mach 1.24, which is fast¬ 
er than the speed of sound. 
No one has ever reached 
that speed wearing only a 


high-tech suit. 

Baumgartner says that 
travelling faster than sound 
is “hard to describe because 
you don’t feel it.” With 
no reference points, “you 
don’t know how fast you 
travel,” he told reporters. 
“Sometimes we have to get 
really high to see how small 
we are.” 

The altitude he leapt 
from also marked the high- 
est-ever for a skydiver — 
more than three times the

height of the average cruis¬ 
ing altitude for a jetliner. 
Organizers said the descent 
lasted just over nine min¬ 
utes, about half of it in free 
fall. Utley said he travelled 
36,529 metres in free fall. 

Three hours earlier, 
Baumgartner, known as 
“Fearless Felix,” had taken 
off in a pressurized capsule 
carried by a 55-storey ultra- 
thin helium balloon. After 
an at-times tense ascent, 
which included concerns 
about how well his facial 
shield was working, the 
43-year-old former military 
parachutist completed a 
final safety check-list with 
mission control. 

As he exited his capsule 
from high above Earth, he 
flashed a thumbs-up sign, 
well aware that the feat 
was being shown on a live- 
stream on the Internet with

• Flying high. Among the 
tweets was one from 
NASA: "Congratulations 
to Felix Baumgartner 
and RedBull Stratos on 
record-breaking leap 
from the edge of space!" 


a 20-second delay. 

He activated his para¬ 
chute as he neared Earth, 
gently gliding into the 
desert east of Roswell and 
landing without any appar¬ 
ent difficulty. 

He then was taken by 
helicopter to meet fellow 
members of his team, whom 
he hugged in celebration.

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Thousands rally to support Taliban victim 


Pakistan. Schoolgirl 
shot in the neck for 
promoting women's 
education still 
recovering in hospital 


Tens of thousands rallied in 
Pakistan’s largest city Sunday 
in the biggest show of sup¬ 
port yet for a 14-year-old girl 
who was shot and seriously 
wounded by the Taliban for 
promoting girls’ education 
and criticizing the militant 
group. 

The Oct. 9 attack on 
Malala Yousufzai as she was 
returning home from school 
in Pakistan’s northwest horri¬ 
fied people inside and outside 
the country. 

At the same time, it gave 
hope to some that the gov¬ 
ernment would respond by 
intensifying its fight against 
the Taliban and their allies. 


But protests against the 
shooting have been relatively 
small until now, usually at¬ 
tracting no more than a few 
hundred people. 

That response pales in 
comparison to the tens of 
thousands of people who 
held violent protests in Pak¬ 
istan last month against a 
film produced in the United 
States that denigrated Islam’s 
Prophet Muhammad. 

Demonstrations in sup¬ 
port of Malala — and against 
rampant militant violence 
in the country in general — 
have also been fairly small 
compared with those focused 
on issues such as U.S. drone 
attacks and the NATO sup¬ 
ply route to Afghanistan that 
runs through Pakistan. 

Right-wing Islamic parties 
and organizations in Pakistan 
that regularly pull thousands 
of supporters into the streets 
to protest against the U.S. 
have less of an incentive to

speak out against the Tali¬ 
ban. The two share a desire 
to impose Islamic law in the 
countiy — even if they may 
disagree over the Taliban’s 
violent tactics. 

Pakistan’s mainstream 
political parties are also often 
more willing to harangue the 
U.S. than direct their people 
power against Islamist mil¬ 
itants shedding blood across 
the countiy — partly out of 
fear and partly because they 
rely on Islamist parties for 
electoral support. 

One of the exceptions is 


the political party that or¬ 
ganized Sunday’s rally in the 
southern port city of Karachi, 
the Muttahida Quami Move¬ 
ment. The party’s chief, Altaf 
Hussain, criticized both Is¬ 
lamic and other mainstream 
political parties for failing to 
organize rallies to protest the 
attack on Malala. 

He called the Taliban 
gunmen who shot the girl 
“beasts” and said it was an at¬ 
tack on “the ideology of Pak¬ 
istan.” 

Many of the demonstra¬ 
tors carried the young girl’s 
picture and banners praising 
her braveiy and expressing 
solidarity. 

The leaders of Pakistan’s 
main Islamic parties have 
criticized the shooting, but 
have also tried to redirect the 
conversation away from Tali¬ 
ban violence and toward civil¬ 
ian casualties from U.S. drone 
attacks.

5 Royal Marines 
charged with 
murder 

Five Royal Marines have 
been charged with murder 
over a death in Afghanistan 
last year, Britain’s Ministry 
of Defence said Sunday. 

The five are among nine 
marines arrested — seven 
on Thursday and two in 
the last 48 hours. Four 
have been released without 
charge. Officials have said 
the incident involved an 
“engagement with an insur¬ 
gent” in Helmand province, 
where the majority of 
Britain’s 9,500 troops in 
Afghanistan are deployed. 
They say no civilians were 
involved. The BBC and 
other outlets reported that 
the arrests stemmed from 
video footage found on the 
laptop of a British service¬ 
man who had been arrested 
in Britain on an unrelated 
charge, the associated press 


The next eight days could prove 
critical for both Barack Obama 
and Mitt Romney—the two bit¬ 
ter rivals for the White House 
square off for their second and 
third prime-time debates, both 
well aware that their first face- 
off dramatically altered a roller¬ 
coaster presidential race. 

The two men took a break 
from campaigning on Sunday

Obama was in Williams¬ 
burg, Va., at a posh resort on 
the James River. Various mem¬ 
bers of his debate-prep team, 
including Romney stand-in Sen. 
John Kerry — toting a massive 
binder filled with colour-coded 
dividers — were seen milling 
about the resort on Sunday, 
hoping to ensure that a far 
more spirited, engaged Obama 
shows up this week. 

Romney was at his home in 
Boston, hoping to build upon 
his recent momentum by best¬ 


ing Obama yet again with an¬ 
other razor-sharp debate per¬ 
formance. 

The battle for the White 
House is now a horse race 
in the aftermath of the two 
mens’ first debate in Denver 
two weeks ago. The Real Clear 
Politics daily polling average 
has Romney slightly ahead of 
Obama nationally, with the 
Republican also surpassing 
or nipping at the heels of the 
president in several crucial 
battleground states that will 
determine the outcome of the 
Nov. 6 vote. 

Obama plans to be more 
aggressive when he squares 
off against Romney this week, 
the president’s top adviser said 
Sunday. 

“He is going to make some 
adjustments on Tuesday,” David 
Axelrod said on Fox News Sun¬ 
day. 

Axelrod accused Romney of 
having “serially walked away 
from his own proposals” during 
the first showdown, an event 
watched by almost 70 million 
Americans.

Pussy Riot members face tough 
conditions in Russian penal colony 


Life inside. Women live 
with 30 to 40 others in a 
room, exercise outdoors 
in temperatures as 
low as -30 degrees 


It’s a far cry from Stalin’s gu¬ 
lag, but the guiding principle 
of the Russian penal colony — 
the destination of two mem¬ 
bers of punk band Pussy Riot 
— remains the same: Isolate 
inmates and wear them down 
through “corrective labour.” 

Maria Alekhina and 
Nadezhda Tolokonnilcova 
will have to quickly learn the 
inner laws of prison life, sur¬ 
vive the dire food and med¬ 
ical care, and risk bullying 
from inmates either offended 
by their “punk prayer” 
against President Vladimir 
Putin or under orders to pres¬ 
sure them. 

In colonies for women, in¬ 
mates live in barracks with 30 
to 40 to a room. They begin the 
day by shuffling outside for 
compulsory exercises at day¬ 
break, in temperatures as low 
as -30 C in winter. After roll call 
and a breakfast of gruel, they 
spend seven to eight hours a 
day at work, usually hunched 
over sewing machines work¬ 
ing on uniforms and other 
clothing. 

Since there is only one 
women’s penal colony near 
Moscow, female prisoners 
from the capital are com¬ 
monly sent to Mordovia, a 
swampy, mosquito-infested 
province on the Volga River. 


Defence lawyers said Alekhina 
and Tolokonnilcova would be 
transported to a penal colony 
within two weeks. The loca¬ 
tion was not yet known. 

Despite the harsh condi¬ 
tions, many prisoners none¬ 
theless prefer the colonies to 
the pre-trial detention cen¬ 
tres, where they are kept in 
cramped, sometimes spectacu¬ 
larly unhygienic cells and only 
allowed out for an hour a day. 
The three Pussy Riot members 
were held in such a centre 
since their February arrest. 

Russian inmates are kept 
in a system that Russia’s own 
justice minister has described 
as “monstrously archaic” and 
whose purpose has changed 
little for hundreds of years. 
Czarist Russia sent prisoners 
to remote Siberian colonies 
where labour was in short 
supply; the system was in¬ 
herited and expanded by the 
Soviet Union, which worked 
millions of prisoners to death 
in the gulag. Russia incarcer¬ 
ates more people than any 
country in the world bar the 
U.S. and China. 

Prisoners are typically 
paid the equivalent of about 
$10 a day, which they can use 
to buy food, cigarettes, and 
toiletries. 

Alekhina and Tololcon- 
nilcova, university graduates, 
are unlikely to have much in 
common with their fellow in¬ 
mates. Svetlana Balchmina, a 
lawyer who spent three years 
in a penal colony recalls “I 
didn’t think there even were 
people like 90 per cent of the 
people I met.”

Russia. Opposition cries 
foul over alleged fraud 
in local elections 


President Vladimir Putin’s 
loyalists appeared likely Sun¬ 
day to retain their hold in thou¬ 
sands of local elections that of¬ 
fered slightly more room for 
competition, but were marred 
by opposition claims of wide¬ 
spread vote fraud. 

The Kremlin eased stiff 
election laws in response 
to major protests against 
Putin last winter, but intro¬ 
duced new restrictions after 
the demonstrations abated.

9-11. Judge may censor 
Guantanamo detainees 
in war-crimes tribunal 


A U.S. militaiy judge is con¬ 
sidering broad security rules 
for the war-crimes tribunal 
of five Guantanamo prison¬ 
ers charged in the Sept. 11 at¬ 
tacks, including measures to 
prevent the accused from pub¬ 
licly revealing what happened 
to them in the CIA’s secret 
network of overseas prisons. 

Prosecutors have asked 
the judge at a pretrial hearing 
starting Monday to approve 
what is known as a protective 
order that is intended to pre¬ 
vent the release of classified 
information during the even¬ 
tual trial of Khalid Sheikh 
Mohammed, who has por¬ 
trayed himself as the master¬ 
mind of the 9-11 attacks, and 
four co-defendants. 

Lawyers say the rules, as 
proposed, will hobble their 
defence. The American Civil

Hie Canadian Olympic Com¬ 
mittee urged Immigration 
Minister Jason Kenney’s of¬ 
fice to fast-track the Canadian 
citizenship of a Chinese-born 
table-tennis star in time for 
him to compete for Canada at 
the summer Games, a newly re¬ 
leased document shows. 

A short time later, Eugene 
Zhen Wang, 26, the top-ranked 
table-tennis player in North 
America, was a Canadian cit¬ 
izen. 

“I am writing to you re¬ 
garding Mr. Zhen Wang’s re¬ 
quest for an exceptional early 
granting of Canadian citizen¬ 
ship,” says a May 11 letter to 
Kenney’s office. 

“The Canadian Olym¬ 
pic Committee supports Mr. 
Wang’s request and I am writ¬ 
ing to confirm that Mr. Wang 
would be eligible to compete 
for Canada at the 2012 London 
Olympic Games if he is granted 
Canadian citizenship by July 4.” 

Canada’s medal hopes were 
also tied to the speedy granting 
of the Olympic hopeful's cit¬ 
izenship.

Kenney’s office said Wang 
qualified for something called 
“five-four citizenship.” That 
refers to Section 5(4) of the 
Citizenship Act, which states 
that the minister may grant 
Canadian citizenship “to allevi¬ 
ate cases of special and unusual 
hardship or to reward services 
of an exceptional value to Can¬ 
ada.” 

The minister’s office says 
“five-four citizenship” has been 
awarded roughly 500 times go¬ 
ing back to 1977, often to ath¬ 
letes who have to travel around 
the world, and therefore do not 
meet the specific requirements 
for Canadian citizenship.

Their pleas for help were strik¬ 
ingly similar, but ended with 
tragically different results. 

Amanda Todd, 15, of Port 
Coquitlam, B.C., and Jonah 


Mowry, now 15, of Lake For¬ 
est, Calif., may have never 
met, but both lived lives of tor¬ 
ment at the hands of bullies. 
Both recounted their suffering 
through hand-written notes, 
flashed before video cameras 
and published online.

La Francophonie. Harper 
wants next summit held 
in a democratic country 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper says he’s glad he 
attended the summit of 
French-speaking nations 
but hopes the next one is 
held in a country that pro¬ 
motes democratic values. 

Harper said Sunday that 
he had definite reserva¬ 
tions about taking part in 
the weekend’s internation¬ 
al gathering of la Franco¬ 
phonie in the Democratic 
Republic of the Congo. 

The African country has 
been widely criticized for 
abusing human rights and 
allowing widespread sexual 
violence against women. 

President Joseph Kabila 
was returned to power last 
year amid allegations of 
electoral fraud, something 
Harper described as “com¬ 
pletely unacceptable.” 

But Harper said his visit 
allowed him to meet people 
who are changing things 
in the country — and that 
made the trip worthwhile. 

“What struck me most 
was not what they said in 
particular, but the courage 
these people have demon¬ 
strated in promoting their 
cause, and expressing their 
opposition in a place where 
this is obviously not easy to 
do,” Harper said in the cap¬ 
ital of Kinshasa as the sum¬ 
mit wrapped up. 

Harper, though, ex¬ 
pressed hope that future 
summits would be hosted 
in countries with a bet¬ 
ter track record on human 
rights. 

“I hope that in the future, 
la Francophonie and other 
major organizations will de¬ 
cide to hold a summit only

Former members of 
Uruguayan rugby 
team reflect on what 
they learned from a 
horrifying experience 


Surviving members of an 
Uruguayan rugby team have 
played a match postponed 
four decades ago when their 
plane crashed in the Andes, 
stranding them for 72 days 
in the cordillera and forcing 
them to eat human flesh to 
stay alive. 

The Old Christians Club 
squared off Saturday in San¬ 
tiago in a game that was tied 
1-1 against the Old Grangon- 
ian Club, the former Chil¬ 
ean rugby team they were 
supposed to play back when 
their flight went down. Their 
terrifying story became the 
basis of a bestselling book 
and a Hollywood movie. 

“At about this time we 
were falling in the Andes. 
Today, we’re here to win a 
game,” crash survivor Pedro 
Algorta, 61, said as he pre¬ 
pared to walk onto the 
playing field surrounded by 
the jagged mountains that 
trapped the group. 

During the anniversary 
ceremony, military jets flew 
over the field, where para¬ 
chutists draped in Chilean 
and Uruguayan flags landed. 
In a corner, survivors wept 
when officials unveiled a 
commemorative frame with 
pictures of those who died in 
the snowy peaks. 

“The conditions were 
more horrifying than you 
can ever imagine. To live at 
4,000 metres without any 
food,” said survivor Eduardo 
Strauch, 65. “The only rea¬ 
son why we’re here alive 
today is because we had the

goal of returning home.... 
(Our loved ones) gave us life. 
They made the sacrifice for 
others.” 


The Uruguayan air force 
plane that carried the team 
crashed in a mountain pass 
in October 1972 while en 
route to Santiago from 
Montevideo. Of the 45 pas¬ 
sengers aboard, 16 survived 
by feeding on dead family 
members and friends pre¬ 
served in the snow. 

“I think the greatest sad¬ 
ness I felt in my life was 
when I had to eat a dead 
body,” said Roberto Canessa, 
59, who was a teenage med¬ 
ical student at the time of 


the crash. 

“I would ask myself: Is it 
worth doing this? And it was, 
because it was in order to 
live and preserve life, which 
is exactly what I would have 
liked for myself if it had 
been my body that lay on the 
floor,” he said 

Desperate after more 
than two months in the fri¬ 
gid peaks, Canessa and Fer¬ 
nando Parrado left the crash 
site to seek help. It was the 
group’s last attempt at sur¬ 
vival.

200 Muslim guerrillas arrive in 
Manila for peace pact signing 


About 200 Muslim rebels, led 
by their elusive chief, arrived 
in the Philippine capital on 
Sunday for the signing of a 
preliminaiy peace pact aimed 
at ending one of Asia’s longest- 
running insurgencies. 

The Moro Islamic Lib¬ 
eration Front’s decades-long 
rebellion has lulled tens of 
thousands of people and held 
back progress in the south, 
where Muslims make up a 
sizable minority. Government 
and rebel negotiators forged 
the framework peace agree¬ 


ment Oct. 7 in Malaysia after 
15 years of tough negotiations. 

The pact’s signing on 
Monday will be witnessed by 
President Benigno Aquino 
III, Malaysian Prime Minister 
Najib Razalc and rebel chair¬ 
man A1 Haj Murad Ebrahim, 
who will set foot for the first 
time in Manila’s Malacanang 
presidential palace, where 
officials have prepared a red- 
carpet welcome. 

Murad has seldom ap¬ 
peared in public in past years. 
Aquino met Murad secretly in 


Tokyo for the first time last 
year to underscore their com¬ 
mitment to settle the rebel¬ 
lion. 

About 300 Muslims from 
Manila and southern prov¬ 
inces held a noisy rally outside 
the palace on Sunday in sup¬ 
port of the preliminaiy accord, 
yelling “Allahu Akbar,” or 
“God is great.” They called for 
more development in the re- 
source-rich but impoverished 
southern Mindanao region, 
the homeland of minority 
Muslims in the predominantly 


Roman Catholic nation. 

Security has been tight¬ 
ened in the capital, although 
no disruptions were expected. 

The agreement is to be 
signed by government nego¬ 
tiator Marvic Leonen and his

It took much longer than ex¬ 
pected, but the Space shuttle 
Endeavour has finally reached 
its permanent resting place at 
a Los Angeles museum. 

After a 19-lcilometre jour¬ 
ney through city streets that 
included thousands of ador¬ 
ing onlookers, flashing cam¬ 
eras and even the filming of 
a TV commercial, Endeav¬ 
our arrived at the California 
Science Center Sunday to a 
greeting party of city leaders 
and other dignitaries that 
had expected it many hours 
earlier. 

Organizers had planned a 
slow trip, saying the space¬ 
craft that once orbited at 
more than 27,000 km/h 
would move at just 3.2 km/h 
in its final voyage, a pace that 
rush-hour commuters could 
sympathize with. But that es¬ 
timate turned out to be gen¬ 
erous, with Endeavour often 
creeping along at a barely de¬ 
tectable pace when it wasn’t 
at a dead stop due to difficult- 
to-manoeuvre obstacles like 
trees and light posts. 

Some 400 trees had been 
removed, but officials said 
most of the trees that gave 
them trouble could not be 
cut down because they were 


old or treasured for other rea¬ 
sons, including some planted 
in honour of slain civil rights 
icon Martin Luther King Jr. 

Unlike other high-profile 
events like the Academy 


Awards or the Rose Parade, 
the procession was centred in 
some of the area’s most eco¬ 
nomically downtrodden and 
troubled places.

Confidential federal research 
on free-trade talks with Eur¬ 
ope shows that giving the 
European Union just one part 
of what it wants on drug pat¬ 
ents would cost Canadians up 
to $2 billion a year. 

The Department of For¬ 
eign Affairs and International 
Trade has always insisted it’s 
a “myth” that the Canada-

cials at Industry Canada and 
Health Canada combined 
forces to examine the cost 
of the European demand to 
implement a patent-term 


restoration system, The Can¬ 
adian Press has learned. 

They found that based on 
past history of approval pat¬ 
terns, the EU proposal would 
add an average life of 2.66 
years to a typical drug pat¬ 
ent, and increase Canadian 
drug costs by between $795 
million and $1.95 billion an¬ 
nually. 

The range of projections 
is large because government 
analysts have no way of 
knowing exactly what kind of 
drugs will be in line for pat¬ 
ents in the future, and had 
to make some broad assump¬ 
tions.

India presents ‘real opportunity' for 
aerospace industry: Trade council 


Aviation renaissance. 

Canadian firms urged to 
take advantage of boom 
in airport construction, 
soft infrastructure 


Canada’s aerospace sector can 
create jobs at home by taking 
advantage of India’s modern¬ 
ization and recent moves to lib¬ 
eralize its foreign ownership re¬ 
strictions, says the head of the 
Canada-India Business Council. 

The world’s most populated 
democracy has been growing 
in the shadows of fellow Asian 
giant China and other regional 
powers. But with India in¬ 
vesting billions of dollars a year 
in infrastructure, the country is 
expected to become a top five 
aerospace country by 2020. 

“I think there is a real oppor¬ 
tunity for us,” council president 
Rana Sarkar said in an inter¬ 
view from Toronto. 

“They’re not going to go 
with one supplier. They’re go¬ 
ing to go with a syndicate of 
suppliers and for us to be in 
that mix is an important thing.” 

Canada’s aerospace and 
space sectors generate annual 
revenues of more than $22 bil¬ 
lion and employ about 80,000

Canadians in more than 400 
firms across the country. Com¬ 
panies such as Bombardier and 
CAE Inc., along with engineer¬ 
ing and construction firms, are 
already pushing to take advan¬ 
tage of the growing demand for 
new aircraft, pilot training and 
airport construction. 

But more potential remains 
untapped. “In virtually eveiy 
sector in the aviation business, 
this is sort of like the 1950s in 
North America. You’re start¬ 
ing to see just an arithmetic 
growth,” he said. 

The opportunity could total 
$1 trillion. And even though 
Canada’s share will be small, 
it’s still significant compared to 
where Canada’s sector has been 
historically, Sarkar said. 

Much of India’s potential 
comes from the massive airport 
construction underway that 
could upgrade 35 facilities and 
add 10 new airports in smaller 
cities. But India also has great 
demand for soft infrastructure 
such as training services, air 


traffic control and mainten¬ 
ance, as well as education. 
That’s where Canada can use 
its strengths, particularly in the 
countiy’s largest aero cluster in 
Montreal, he said. 

The head of the Aerospace 
Industries Association of Can¬ 
ada said the future competitive¬ 
ness of the Canadian industry 
is dependent on its ability to 
maintain and grow its market 
share in both current and emer¬ 
ging markets. 

“As India continues to grow 
and expand its infrastructure 
and air travel capacity, Can¬ 
adian interest in pursuing mar¬ 
ket and investment opportun¬ 
ities there will only increase,” 
said Jim Quick. 

“Not only does India repre¬ 
sent a tremendous opportunity 
from a market development 
perspective, but it is also a very 
valuable partner for the execu¬ 
tion of R&D activities which 
complement strong core Can¬ 
adian capabilities in that re¬ 
spect.”

The Indian government’s re¬ 
cent move to raise the foreign 
investment threshold to 49 per 
cent could strengthen Indian 
airlines by making it easier for 
them to forge affiances and al¬ 
lowing them to join strong out¬ 
side networks. 

Still, it has retained a strong 
offset policy that requires for¬ 
eign companies to make signifi¬ 
cant investments by partnering 
with local firms in exchange for 
selling into the country. 

Bombardier said it is look¬ 
ing at all lands of avenues to 
take advantage of the huge op¬ 
portunities that await in India.

renewal. 

Sen. Pierre de Bane, a for¬ 


mer Liberal cabinet minister 
under prime minister Pierre 
Trudeau, commissioned an 
exhaustive research study 
that suggests Quebec tele¬ 
vision viewers may be getting 
an “unrepresentative image 
of the Canadian reality.” 

A scientifically vigorous 


sample of 2010 newscasts 
on Le Telejournal, taken by a 
Carleton University research¬ 
er, found 42 per cent of the 
coverage focused on Quebec, 
a third dealt with internation¬ 
al news and just 20 per cent 
covered Canadian “national” 
news.

Interesting statistics about 
North American traffic re¬ 
leased last week. 

It is nice to know that 
Edmonton’s traffic isn’t as bad 
as that of Los Angeles, Vancou¬ 
ver or Toronto. However, that would come as no surprise to 
anyone who has ever driven in any of those cities. 

What surprised me was the candour of Bob Boutilier, 
transportation GM with the City of Edmonton. 

His response to Edmonton’s favourable ranking was 
that traffic congestion is a barometer of the vibrancy of a 
city. 

The subtext of his answer was that Edmonton is not 
plagued by being a vibrant, engaging city and as a result, 
traffic congestion was not one of our problems. 

In simple terms, not a lot of people want to be in 
Edmonton’s downtown, or perhaps even in Edmonton 
anywhere. 


Bright idea 


Neon signs from 
Edmonton’s past such as 
those from Mike’s News 
Stand and the Pantages 
Theatre speak to a time 
when Edmonton’s 
downtown was the 
heart and soul of the 
city. 


On most nights, after 
6 p.m., one can drive just 
about anywhere in this city 
with impunity after every¬ 
one has fled to the suburbs. 

This is in no way a criti¬ 
cism of Mr. Boutilier. What 
he said is true. This is, of 
course, one of the reasons 
we have the never-ending 
saga of the downtown arena. 

It is supposed to revital¬ 
ize the downtown. 

However, revitalization 
of the downtown has been 
on the lips of just about 

every city politician for the past 20 years. A walk around 
the downtown core at 7 p.m. on a Wednesday will give you 
a good idea of how successful we have been in that regard. 
There are signs of hope, however. The announcement of a 
neon museum for the downtown is one of them. 

Putting neon sides on the side of the Telus building at 
104th Street and 104th Avenue is creative thinking at its 
best. It is not a hugely expensive endeavour; it will be out¬ 
doors and accessible to all and shows the kind of whimsy 
that this city so often lacks. Neon signs from Edmonton’s 
past such as those from Mike’s News Stand and the Panta¬ 
ges Theatre speak to a time when Edmonton’s downtown 
was the heart and soul of the city. 

David Holdsworth, the city planner who came up with 
the idea, deserves a big round of applause. 

He is clearly a guy who understands what people want 
in the downtown. 

Edmontonians want a place that is interesting in and of 
itself. Making the city interesting doesn’t always require 
millions of dollars. 

What it does require is some imagination and innova¬ 
tion.

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Building on his television success 


Mike Holmes. 

Canada's handyman 
is taking on larger 
projects for new show 


With Canada’s housing mar¬ 
ket showing signs of cooling, 
prospective buyers need to 
stop looking for their “dream 
home” and be practical, says 
celebrity contractor Mike 
Holmes. 

“We need to buy with a 
solid mind, meaning, is the 
area smart to buy in?” the 
construction and renovation 
expert said in a recent phone 
interview to promote his new 
series, Holmes Makes It Right. 

“What is the area? Does it 
contain asbestos, does it have 
termites in the area? We can 
find all this out before we 
look but we’re not doing that 
little bit of homework that is 
so necessary, even trying to 
find the right home inspector 
before we buy,” he added. 

“When it comes to your 


home, one thing that’s really 
clear: this is about the most 
money you’re ever going to 
spend in your life — don’t you 
want to spend your money 
right? Buy with a proper con¬ 
science of what you need to 
buy and not of what you think 
you want.” 

In Holmes Makes It Right, 
the beloved, brawny Toronto 
native does what he did in his 
previous series, Holmes on 
Homes and Holmes Inspec¬ 
tion: He comes to the rescue 
of distraught homeowners 
suffering from contracting 
work gone wrong. 

Only this time, he’s also 
taking on larger projects, 
including the redesign and 
build of an arson-destroyed 
High Park playground in To¬ 
ronto, and the construction 
of an accessible outdoor deck 
and dining area for a para¬ 
lyzed teacher. 

“The stoiyline in Holmes 
Makes It Right is so much big¬ 
ger and I’m the type of guy, I 
can’t turn a blind eye to some¬ 
thing,” said Holmes, who is 


still in touch with many of his 
clients from past episodes and 
often gets thank-you presents 
and cards from them. 

“So if I actually walk in 
the house and I see a lot more 
wrong with it, I’m my own 
worst enemy because then 
I’ll say, ‘We need to look into 
this, we need to look into 
this,’ and before we know it, 
from what is scheduled to be 
a three-week job turns into six 
months of construction and a 
half a million dollars later.” 

Holmes said when he first 
agreed to be on television 
over 10 years ago, he vowed 
it would just be for two years 
because he’s too busy. 

“And ‘Hotel California’ 
stepped in where you won’t 
let me go,” he said with a 
laugh, noting that out of the 
100,000 emails he gets from 
viewers a year, “probably 
60,000 of them are begging 
for help and are in real tur¬ 
moil.” 

“That I can’t help everyone 
is the hardest thing that I face. 
I wish I could. A lot of these

people may go bankrupt, lose 
their home ... (go through) di¬ 
vorce — I call it divorce dust. 
But I’m doing what I can and 
I’m frying to teach so they 
don’t fall in this trap.” 

While Holmes may hear 
from viewers often, that’s not 
the case when it comes to the 
contractors whose shoddy 
work led to the disasters he 
sees in homes. 

“Out of almost 200 shows 
that I’ve finished by this date, 
there’s only two contractors 
that I’ve heard from,” he said. 
“They put the tail between 
their legs and sort of run. It’s 
a shame but it’s expected. 

“They realize they were 
wrong and I can only hope 
that the majority learn from 
what they saw on television.”

Family time. Sitting 
down to eat together 
is an important part of 
inspiring and engaging 



My 13-year-old daughter came 
home from school and said 
her teacher had asked the class 
how many families had dinner 
together on a regular basis. 

To her (and my) surprise, 
she was the only one who 
raised her hand. Fellow stu¬ 
dents reported that they were 
more likely to eat in front of 
the television alone, in their 
rooms or grab fast food on the 
way to an activity. 

When kids are little, par¬ 
ents physically have to be in 
attendance to make sure their 
nutritional, hygienic and logis¬ 
tical needs are met during 
meals. 

As they get older, the physic¬ 
al needs wane, and it can seem 
easier to just have everyone

take care of themselves. Addi¬ 
tionally, it can become more 
difficult for families to find 
an evening when there isn’t a 
hockey game, a late meeting 
or a school fundraising activ¬ 
ity to get to — which makes it 
all the more important to find 
the time to eat together on the 
nights where everyone can 
make it to the table. 

Not only does it inspire and 
engage the children in conver¬ 
sation about their day, but it 
helps to avoid the number one 
complaint that parents have 
about bad table manners they 
see in their own and other 
kids: The inability of kids to sit 
still during a meal. 


Technology has invaded our 
dinner space with television, 
tablets, and, of course, the con¬ 
stant use of smartphones, with 
email and texting. Eliminate 
the distractions and start talk¬ 
ing. Mom and dad need to be 
the role models for this behav¬ 
iour, so put away the phone be¬ 
fore you sit down at the table, 
and make it a family rule. 

Conversation lagging? Con¬ 
sider bringing some quiz ques¬ 
tions to the table on current 
events that are age appropriate 
for your children. 

Adults are also encouraged 
to share parts of their day, to 
allow the kids to better under¬ 
stand the challenges and suc¬ 


cesses they’re having. 

Where possible, try not 
to schedule after-school les¬ 
sons and sports at a time that 
makes a family meal logistic- 
ally challenging. Consider 
changing your “regular” meal 
time to one that most of the 
family can manage. 

Make sure homework is out 
of the way as early as possible, 
so dinner time doesn’t have to 
be fraught with the stress of 
work to come. 

Get the kids involved in 
meal planning, and remem¬ 
ber; it doesn’t hurt to have 
them take responsibility for 
table setting and clearing. 
Make it a family activity. Bon

Homemade pastiy sets the 
stage for a creamy-sweet combo 
of ricotta cheese and apples. 

1. Pastry: In measuring cup, 
whisk together sour cream and 
water. Keep cold in refrigerator. 

2. In food processor, pulse 
together flour, commeal, sugar 
and salt to combine. 

3. Pulse in butter until mix 
resembles large peas. Pulse in 
chilled sour cream mix until a 
rough dough forms. Cover in 
plastic wrap and flatten into 
disc. Chill at least one hour. 

4. Filling: In saucepan over 
medium low heat, stir apples, 
sugar, Calvados and lemon 
zest; cook, covered, stirring oc¬ 
casionally, until apples are veiy 
tender, about 30 minutes. Re¬ 
move from heat and let cool. 
Stir in ricotta. 

5. Preheat oven to 375 F (190 
C). Divide dough into 12 pieces 
and roll into 4-inch (10 cm) 
discs. Arrange in greased muf¬ 
fin tin. Repeat with remaining 
dough. Fill each with 2 heap¬ 
ing tablespoons (30 ml) of apple 
ricotta mix. Fan apple slices 
over top of each tart. Melt 
jelly in microwave for about 
30 seconds or until pourable. 
Drizzle over each tart.

6. Bake in centre of preheated 
oven until pastry is golden and 
filling is bubbling, about 45 
minutes. Transfer to cooling 
rack and cool 10 minutes be¬ 
fore removing tarts from tin.

Fatigue getting a failing 
grade in France’s schools 


C’est la vie! Country 
looking to upend 
school year traditions in 
support of work-weary 
youngsters 


French children go to school 
four days a week. They have 
about two hours each day for 
lunch. And they have more va¬ 
cation than their counterparts 
almost anywhere in the West. 

It may sound a bit like the 
famously leisurely work pace 
enjoyed by their parents, most 
of whom work 35 hours per 
week as dictated by law. 

But the nation’s new govern¬ 
ment says elementary school 
kids risk classroom burnout, 
and is moving to help them 
cope. The issue: French school 
days may be relatively few, but 
they are at least as long as a day 
of work for adults. Even 6-year- 
olds are in class until late into 
the afternoon, when sides are 
dark, attention flags and stom¬ 
achs rumble. 


As a candidate, President 
Francois Hollande promised to 
change things by adding a fifth 
day of classes on Wednesday 
while shortening the school 
day. For France, it’s something 
of a revolutionary idea that 
would overturn more than a 
century of school tradition. The 
thinking is that the days are too 
full for young children under 
the current system and that 
Wednesday free time could be 
put to more productive use. 

“France has the shortest 
school year and the longest 
day,” Hollande said at the time, 
promising change. 

His education minister, 
Vincent Peillon, will decide 
this month how to carry out 
the reform. He has said he 
may also compensate for a 
shorter school day by trimming 
France’s sacred summer vaca¬ 
tion. A panel of experts will 
present their conclusions on 
Friday, and the president is ex¬ 
pected to address the issue on 
Tuesday. 

No proposal affects tradition 
— and potentially family and

municipal budgets - as much as 
what the French call changes to 
the “scholastic rhythms.” 

There’s been a midweek 
break in French primary 
schools dating back to the 19th 


century, a government conces¬ 
sion to the Roman Catholic 
Church, which wanted chil¬ 
dren to study the catechism on 
their weekday off. In today’s 
secular France, Wednesdays 
currently are a blur of sports, 
music, tutoring for families of 
means, or a scramble for work¬ 
ing parents struggling to get by 
— who must either find a sitter 
or send their kids to a full day at 
a state-run leisure centre. 

Many parents are afraid that 
the changes will force them 
to figure out extra childcare 
five days a week, especially at 
schools where the afterschool 
program amounts to sitting si¬ 
lently at a desk for two hours 
or near-chaos in the play areas. 
Under the education proposal, 
school would end at lunchtime 
on Wednesday. 

“It’s completely unrealistic,” 
Valerie Marty, president of the 
national parents’ organization, 
said of the proposed timetable. 
“They have to figure out who 
will take care of the children 
after school, who will finance

The mentor also needs to 
respect their mentee’s ideas, 
experiences and concerns. 
Each side needs to respect 
the other’s time and commit¬ 
ments. 


Structure 

There should be clear 
boundaries in the rela¬ 
tionship, such as defin¬ 
ing appropriate areas for 
advice; making sure that 
communications from both 
parties are timely; and 
scheduling times to meet 
or talk.

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HOW TO RETAIN TOP TALENT 


IN SMALL BUSINESS 

In an era where business models and 


products can be easily replicated, retain¬ 
ing top talent remains a sure-fire way to 
stay competitive. Suspect that someone is 
trying to poach your talent? Particularly 
for small businesses, it can be challenging 
to know what your most valued employees 
really want beyond a competitive salary. 

SPOT THE WARNING SIGNS 

First and foremost, keep an eye out for 
the red flags that signal an unsatisfied 
employee. Keep the lines of communi¬ 
cation open about how they find their 
work, the office environment, and how 
they feel about their workload.

Are you able to offer the option of work¬ 
ing from home sometimes? This has 
become a viable option for a lot of indus¬ 
tries, and the ability to work from home 
is a huge factor in talent retention. There 
are tricks to making the arrangement 
work well, and it is usually a worthwhile 
investment for small businesses. 

Putting value in work done and goals 
achieved, rather than in actually time 
spent at a desk in the office, tells employ¬ 


ees that you trust them. And work/life 
balance continually strikes a chord with 
in-demand people. 

FIGURE OUT WHAT MOTIVATES THEM 

The ultimate key to keeping employees 
happy is to figure out what motivates 
them, and that varies by person and by 
industry. For some, it is commission or 
bonuses, so consider a profit sharing ar¬ 
rangement rather than a traditional bonus.

Top talent is looking for a total package: 
health and dental insurance, disability, and 
all that comes with it. That may be more 
difficult for a small business to organize, 
but it’s usually worth looking at options. 
Benefits, however, play less of a role in 
retention than many of the smaller things 





like flexible working hours — good news 
for those with limited resources. 

Another idea that small businesses are 
embracing is smaller incentives for things 
like travel costs, or a health and fitness 
allowance. 

CAREER DEVELOPMENT OPTIONS 

Maybe you can’t offer tuition reimburse¬ 
ment as a larger organization can, but 
what about a different creative way of 
encouraging professional development? 
Can you offer company access to online 
learning sessions, or co-ordinate some 
kind of cross training where they learn 
and develop other skills? Think creatively 
about what would work for your industry. 

WORK CULTURE 

Small businesses can offer something that 
large corporations sometimes can’t — a 
tightknit, collaborative team. Making 
work fun (as arbitrary as that may sound) 
makes a difference to people, and can 
help the day-to-day become much more 
enjoyable.
